' A mysterious case that baffles the 
police and at the same time a subject 
of much comment among his rela- 
tives and intimate friends, is the dis- 
appearance of John Hanlon, one of the 
oldest and most tnisTcd employes of 
llanlcy Jiros. 
Seven days ago Mr. 


Hanlon disappeared as mysteriously as 
if engulfed by the earth and the most, 
searching inquiry has failed to find 
even the slightest clue io his wlierc- 
tibouts. 
Relatives and friends made 


diligent inquiry and not finding 
1 any 


trace of The missing* man solicited the. 
aid of the police, but up to the present, 
time they have not solved his mysteri- 
ous absence. 


It was just one week ago today thai, 


lie was last seen, in the vicinity of 
lincinc Junction, lie was engaged in 
taking orders 
for bis employers. 


Shortly after .noon of -thai, day, his 
horse and delivery wagon were picked 
up by the police near Ansted ife Hig- 
gins' spring shops, where the animal 
bad been running about for several 
hours. -Mr. Ulan Ion did not put. in a.n 
appearance that day or the next, but 
nothing was thought, of the matter. 
Several days elapsed and still lie did 
not. show up. 
Becoming alarmed, 


friends instituted a. search, '"he more 
they probed into the matter the more 
complex the sit,untioii presented itself, 
and finally the police were appealed to 
in hopes that the mystery might be 
cleared up. Oflieer Peterson, day man 
at. the Junction, is positive Thai Mr. 
Hanlon did not board any of the pas- 
senger trains on either of* the roads, 
and trainmen do not remember' see- 
ing a man oil their trains, answering 
his description on that day. The ques- 
tion now arises, and one which is be- 
ing heard in all parts of the city, 
"Where is John Hanlon'.' Can it be 
possible that lie has been done away 
with?" 


.It is known that Jfr. Hanlon had be- 


tween $HO and S-lO on his person on the 
morning 
of 
liis disappearance and 


some 
of 
his friends think that he 


might have been waylaid by tramps 
in some, secluded spot about, the Junc- 
tion and robbed and possibly killed. 
It, is an easy mailer for three or four 
of these worthless vagabonds io way- 
lay a man and Throw his body in an 
open 
box 
ear of a passing freight 


train. There arc others of his friends 
who scout the idea of Jlr. Hanlon's 
being the victim of tramps, but they 
can give-no reason for his continued 
absence from his home and his em- 
ployers. '

The missing man is of a qniet dis- 


position, courteous and gentlemanly, 


a.nd 
numbers his friends by the hun- 


dreds. He is about \'~ years of age, 
stocky build, Jive foci ten inches tall, 
sandy mousta-clie. and weighs about 
103 pounds. 


At the time of his disappearance he 


was attired in his wnrkiug clothes. 
As The matter now stands, il' bus the 
appearance and the snme mysterious 
surroundings as that of Ihe disappear- 
ance of ex-Clerk of the Court James 
McLaren. It will be rcmerben.'d that 
McLaren disappeared from view in a 
similar manner and a, most thorough 
search 
lias 
failed 
t.o locate him. 


Thousands of postal cards were circu- 
lated 
throughout

breadth of the country, but it proved 
to be fruitless and Mr. McLaren's dis- 
appearance is today as mysterious us 
it ever was.

In a collection of various seods, th-i small- 
est of which requires a microscope to bring 
out the full beauty of form and color. Wo 
hava been admiring tho icujuislto boauXy 
al a, seed of Pnnlowuia imp^iatit. of J^pft'.-. 
Under the microscope it st^gcsts a sllrcr 
insect with lacelike wings o' ctidnticst ivua. 
-A- common pink seed rcsembiis a piece at 
iron ore beautifully.carved. 
Each portu- 


laccs sted is u tir.y(Silver shell, whilo tho 
seed of a begonia suggests nuggets of pur- 
est gold. Tobacco sei-iis. also, are golii col- 
ored with pretty workings. A bit of En- 
glish sedge discloses a palo sea green 
eheath filled with plujuod seed full oi 
grace and beauty. 


Some of tho most ordinary seeds tell 


fairylike tales. Hero is .1 brown applo seed 
whoso maturity was not accomplished 
without special caro. Mother Nature has 
curiously conceived that in a cluster a! ap-. 
pic blossoms tho central flower Khali open 
first. 
All around1 It is a ring of brilliant, 


unopened buds v»;th tho under surface of 
t-ho petals most highly colored. This color- 
ing of the petals on the underside assists 
in tho successful fertilization of the cen- 
tral f.ower. Thus the buds perform a 
healthful function which in other Jlosvers 
is performed by oitier blossoms. The cen- 
tral apple blossom is often the only ono 
which bears an appie. All tho rest take 
their chances. 
Tho more conspicuous a 


Coral cluster tho more certainly the bees 
will visit it, as they have learned that 
faded flowers hava been already rilled of 
honey. When tho fruit appears, it is flrec 
tho color o' the leaves, which thus asve to 
protect in order tli.it rho seed may ripen. 
But vrhon maturity is reached, one kind of 
appla Is painted with gold and another 
with carmine that they may not bo taken 
and tho seed disturbed.

Congressman, Cooper, of this city, 


is stirring things up down at Wash- 
ington, His pure beer-bill fell like a 
bomb in.-the ranks of brewery com- 
bines. Two powerful lobbies arc al- 
ready at work against tho bill and it 
begins to- look as though, the Eacine 
representative hod precipitated the, 
liveliest.fight cf the session. 


The brewers' attorneys assert thai 


the bill is in. the interest cf the malt- 
sters ,bf the country and they charge 
that,.the maltsters have contributed 
large 'sums of money to aid in passing 
the .bill. They say that if it become 
3, law it will practically destroy the 
brewing business. 


Those in favor of the bill insist that 


it -is not to be a fight between the 
brewers and' the "maltsters, but be- 
tween -the brewers and the public. 
Tho benefit to the maltsters ajid the 
farmers will be incidental, they sa.yt 
and the .public will receive the chief 
benefit, since it will prevent the man- 
ufacture of impure beer. 


A lobbyist in afvor o£ the bill made 


the statement that there was only one 
brewery, in. Milwaukee that did not 
make adulterated beer-and that the 
number in. the whole country was 
very small. He said that the small 
brewers of: the country would all fa- 
vor the bill and it would be. opposed 
only by the big brewers. 


It is claimed that the passage of the 


bill would.be worth 53.000,000 a.y<Kir 
to barley raisers in Wisconsin. It is
